stitnte for feeble minded children for 
Fort Wayne. Some of the Fort Wayne 
gentlemen at the capital are engaged in 
G. A. B. affairs, while still others show 
no interest in onr wellfare. There is too 
much jealousy existing between Fort 
Wayne people and a few others from 
towns near as to accomplish anything 
but defeat for Fort Wayne, and Mayor 
Mahler >vill be called upon to report 
progress 
to the Basiness Men's ex- 
change. 


"Last Taesday," said the mayor, "the 
bill was recommitted to a commission to 
receive propositions. 
It would have 
passed then, bnt Mr. Ibach and six or 
seven of onr friends were absent from 
the house. Yesterday afternoon the bill 
came up again for reconsideration, and 
the action of Tuesday was revoked. Bnt 
then again the bill was referred to a com- 
mittee and; they will report in favor of 
Fort Wayne. 
It might have passed in 
our favor yesterday, but for the fact that 
two committees were absent inspecting 
the penitentiaries. 
I am sure we will 
get the institute, but it has not passed 
the house and influential, earnest men 
should go to the capital when it comes 
up again. We will get the asylum or 
no one will get it." 


PROCEEDINGS IN THE HOUSE.

He thought the gentleman 
who spoke last night was more in favor 
of the interest of Fort Wayne than of 
the school for the feeble minded. 
He 
thought it would be best to go on im- 
proving the soldiers' orphans' home at 
Knightstown, and when it was no longer 
need«d for the purpose named it could 
be used as a school for feeble minded. 


Mr. Linck said they ought to know 
whether the location is healthy, and 
some examination ought to be made in 
this matter. If Fort Wayne was the 
best place, vote for that; if Madison, vote 
for that. 


Mr. Jewett regarded this as a question 
of implied good faith.

Among the reports of a plentifnl har- 
rest none axe more welcome or convey 
a more gratifying gnstable idea to the 
true American mind than the announce- 
ment that the crop of pumpkins is both 
exceptionally large and superlatively 
good. The pumpkin is not a subject of 
export statistics; it is, in fact, emphat- 
ically and literally a home industry in 
all its roots and branches and manu- 
factures, but it is a luxury which we 
have always indulged in and shall al- 
ways try, and which, above all others, 
is distinctively American. If not in- 
digenous to the soil, as is the feathered 
emblem of libert;^, it is but little known 
and its praises are all unsung else- 
where.

The precise origin of this national 
vegetable is shrouded in obscurity, but 
it is known to have been the early com- 
rade of the pilgrim fathers and was a 
constant companion of the pioneers 
who followed the star of the empire 
westward.

in the late fall and the early winter. 
Aside from the vulgar casting of its 
golden body before the kine and the 
swine for their delectation, it has a no- 
ble and generous mission to perform 
and a grateful memory to preserve. 
When the Puritan fathers appointed 
the annual feast of Thanksgiving, the 
wild turkey and the pumpkin where 
with them and furnished the best and 
the most of the viands. In patriotic 
remembrance of those pioneer days 
they have been continued to the pres- 
ent as the distinguishing glories of that 
national banquet, each the fitting com- 
plement of the other and the common 
delight of all around the festive board. 
No matter bow great or how savory a 
cut of the former falls to the lot of the 
dinner on that feast day, his desires 
are not filled till he is served with that 
most joyous compound, that crowning 
glory of a useful vegetable life—the 
old-fashioned, sweetened and spiced 
pumpkin pie',"—Rnvirio 
Advorote.
